If you have no “ blunt ' 1 11 pay coachman 
when he brings you down witli him, but 1 do 
hop you’ll coin down vether or not. 
This letter was brought to town by the 
guard of one o f the coaches, and delivered to 
the lady to whom it was addressed; but the 
complainant, who had been watching her ri­ 
val’s movements, managed to get possession of 
it, and immediately handed it to tlie parish of­ 
ficers, who. conjecturing that the ten shillings 
a week would 
be 
discontinued, took

the “ Bella" <d Haiti- 
morn, the “ F ls se r " ul Florida, the beauty and 
fashion of the city, and the suburb!—aye, and 
every section of the country, were there ; but 
there were many fine face« and fine forms I 
saw at tin* former D raw ing Room , whose ah- 
s e m e I noted w i t h som e disappointm ent o n 
the present occasion. 
There a r e many beau­ 
tiful Visions in t h i s w orld, of w h i c h , like t h e 
Gardena of trim , one can only catch a g l i m p s e , 
and t h e y vanish f o r e v e r !
